Now pray, 
Gentlemen, how fhall the Civil Govern- 
ment be fettled, fupported and upheld ¢ 
How fhall the Hearts of Subjeéts be united 


Am now come to the fecond Part of 


to their Monarch, and brought to embrace 
the general Istereft of the Nation, whes 
they are not united one to another? How 
fhall the Peace and Profperity of the Publick 
be fecured 3 if private Peace be not the 
Foundation 5 if we are not joyaing our In- 
terefts, and joyning our Hearts, and joya- 
ing our Hands, how fhall we be able to joya 
our Forces, how fhall we guasd our Sove- 
raign, defend our Laws, prote& our Com- 
merce, or guard our Liberties, if we are aot 
united in Affection, Intereft, ‘Expectation, 
and Defence ? : 

How ‘fhail one Nation be govern’d by 
one Prince, and form’d into one Canftitu- 
tion, if we benot of one Mind ?, How ¢gn 
we ftand upon one Foundation, uphold one 
general Intereft, and be one united King- 
dom, if we are not one in Intereft, onega 
Affeétion—-and one in Defite 2. Will you 

; contradig 
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contradi& the Words of our Saviour, and 
wage ty Kingdom divided egainft it felf 
andi 


With Refpe& therefore to the Sup- 
port of Civ Government and Univerfal 
Politie, it is abfolutely neceffary we fhould 
have Civil Peace— And here, Gentlemen, 
afcer all Her Majefty has faid to us from the 
Throne, I cannot be fuppos’d to have Room 
to fay much—But J think there is fumething 
to be touch’d at, which Her Majefty has noc 
thoughe needful to mention to you, (I dare 
fay, the QUEEN could not thiok any of 
her Subjeéts fo defe&ive in their Duty, viz. 
There are ué too many among vs, who ree 
ally would hage no Civil Gayernment at aif, 
and if thefe need a Word of Exhortaiion 
with Refpe& to themfelves, or DeteQion 
with Refpett to ethers, Ihope, F fhall not 
intrench upon what any Body has faid be- 
fore me, nor enter upon a neediefs Work. 

’Tis hard to fay, People would have no 
Government St all; bat what-fhall we fay 
to Tome People, whofe Genius. leads them 
to be Malecontents and Murmurers in every 
Reign, quarrelling with Laws, Mgie 

- aad afl chat efpoufe them, Let. 
them be of what Principle they wil!?Or what 
fhall: we fay to another Sort of People, who 
will bear with no Government but Tyranay, 


and yet will mot bear Tyranny neither ; 
that hate Liberty, and yet fly out at Tyran- 
ny; that love not to be tyranniz’d over, 
but yet love to be Tyrants themfelves? 
Thefe are fome of the principal People I 
have to da with 3 they were the Foals of 
Tyrants ia former Reigns3 they prompted 
ail the Encroachments upon the Lives and 
Liberties of thefe People in either Nation ; 
they fhared the Plunder, and took the 
Spoil of their Neighbours, and no Man 
knows to what Leagth they would have 
run, had not Provideace and the Change of 
Scenes put a Check to them ~—Well, in their 
Turn. they came to be pinch’d, and they 
were the firft that flew in the Eace of their 
Maf:r, tho” the Lords anointed too, as 
muchas asiy one thcy had pretended to ferve. 
By their Refiftance, Force, and calling in 
foreign Aid, chey are delivered, their Ty- 
rant abdicated and depos’d, and now they 


_are the difaffe&ied Perfons again, and 


for a Tyrantagria—— But ic is, that they 
may Have ahand in the Matter again, may 
devotr and deftroy again; that is, they 
would have a Government and no Govern. 
ment; Thefe are the People Iam now te 
confider, I fhall ufe them very gently, |

feom the Defcents of the vidtorious French ; 
end thofe that bave cry’d upthefe wooden 
Walls, asan Equivatent to a good Army e- 


broad, would foon have feen their ridiculous 
Notions, of Emghend’s being able to defend 
her (elf againf at! the World, without the 
Help ef Confederacies and Allies, fatally 

confurted, . 
Add here by the Way, for I cannot-omit 
it; the matthiefs Condu& and undifcoura- 
ged Gatlaotry of King Wiliam cannot but be 
remembred, who bad to do with whole and | 
unbroken France that SUN of War in his 
full Strength fhining in his Meridian Glory, 
who always inferiour in Strength, and la~ 
bosring With invincible Difficulties, weak, 
impotent and uncertain Allies, Jate and de- 
fisiene Supplies at home, and comftant, de- 
feated Enterprizes; bougtic, fold, biray’d, 
difap 


difappointed, and frequently beaten, yet 
kept the Sword in his Hand, kept the tne- 
my from our Doors, and play'd with the 
greateft Skill a lofing Game. 

Tis now the Freneh Turnto. do the fame, 
and I -muft own, they do it with ftrange 
Fefolution; who would have expefted to 
fee France in the Field, as early, as Aroog, 
as numerous as the Confcderates ; 80000 
@ien in the Field in Flanders, befides Gar- 
riforeg thirty thoufand Men on the Rhine, 
4.or $ Armies in Spain 3 and all this in one 
Wioter, after fuch a Summer as he had laft 
Year; after lofing three fuch Articles in one 
Year, as Barcelona, Remellies and Turix ; in 
all which I cannot doubt, but kil'd, taken 
Prifoners, and deferted, he loft above 
yooooe Men. 

Well, Gentlemen, fuch an Enemy we 
have to do with, and "tis an excellent Ar- 

ment to quicken both the Courage and 
Biigence of the Confederacy, for he mnt 
be beaten again before the Work is done 3 
but this is by the Way. 

Tam now tofecond what J advanced laft 
Day, viz. that a Lofs on our fide, and a Lofs 
on theFrench fide, has this vifible Difference, 
wie. A Lofson ourtide wif only protra& 
the War, and adjourn the Peace; a Lofson 
the French fide will hafen the Peace,redirce 


him to the laft Extremity,.and perhaps quite tbe: 


ruin him. ’Tis faid, that when the Duke 
de Villeroy (aw the French Troops broked at 
Ramelizes, and that he had brought up all his 
Referves, and could not ftand the Shock, he 
Rtood fpeechlefs for fome time ; and then 
cafting his Arms abroad ina Rage of Grief, 
cry'd out, Voila le France §5 Perdre, France,js 
loft—And indeed-he had Reafon to chink 
fo—But fhould fuch énother Battle be lof, 
I believe, the King of France himfelf would 
fay fo tov 5 but I come to illuftrate what I 
fay by two Inftances juft in View, f mean 
the Battle of Turi, and the Battle of A/man- 
743 in thefe two Cales, the Differeacesbe- 
tween the: State of the Fressb Affairs, aud 
thofe of the Confederates, is particularly 
feen. 
In Jsaly, no fooner is the great Battle of 
Turin fought, and the .French Affairs over- 
.thrown there, but they immediately pre- 
pare.to abandon /taly, to fave their Forces, 
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and withdraw fato their own Territozies> 
like the Animal Spiritsto the Heart. 
_ On the other hand, what is the Lean= 
guage of the Confederates on the Lo of 
the Battle of Almanza, nothisg but hiring 
of Tranfports, thipping of Stores, flopping 
the March of Troops to waples, fending 
Forces from afl Parts ; and jn thort renew- 
ing the Wag, redopbling our Force, and 
fuccouring King Charies 3 of whieh I shall 
come more particularly to {peak in ite 
Turn. Emo i : 
Here now is the trae Difference of the 
Ciccumftances of the French, and the Con- 
federate Armies, and this would be the Cafe 
exadly, in the Matter of a Lofs in Flanders + 
and if we es Pleafe to make the Bxpe- 
riment, ieve, I may very {af 
to the Confequence. ‘ sears 
Til therefore Eee farther into this Pare 
of che War, I have dene with that Qne- 
ftion ; Yfirmty believe, the Frenrd will not 
figbt, if it be ble to avaid it, nor are 
the Boafts and Rhodotaontades fpread abour 
of their Refolation to.ftand a Battle, a¢ ail ax 
Argement againftmy Opinion, but rather 
for its there ace a greatmany Eads en- 
fwer'd by making an Appearance for fight- 
trig ; foch as rin. the Soldiery, tey- 
ipg their Spirits, making obfervations on 
iv Temper, and keeping up their dit 
eouraged Hearts ; fuch as amufing the Ene- 
miy, aad by bold Marches keeping them ia 


- conftant Expe@ation of Battle, and fo prre- 


vent their undertaking any Siege, or ma-- 
king any great Attempe. 
Aad indeed in this Cafe the French trave 
fome Advantage in Flanders 4. in gnat the 
Confederates have all the open. great Towns 
in Brabant and Elenders to cover, which if 
they fheald pufh iato the the French Coa- 
quefts, unlefs the Frencb can be forced to 
fight, thofe Towns willbe abaadon’d to the 
Mercy of the French, and therefore the 


Confederates can make no zemote Attempt 


in Flanders, unlefs they can either force the 
French to fight, otare flrong enough to di- 
vide their Army; and covering Brabant 
withone Army, advance upon fome Bxpe- 
dition with the other. : 

This is apparent, in the firft Step the 
Armies took in Flanders this Year, det 


‘the French coming ott of their Lines, and 
advancing to tbe: Plains of Flerus, oblig’d 
the Confederate Army to return, quit their 
Defigns, and immediately advance to Lo- 
usin and the Dyle,-to cover Bruffels,, Brur 
ges, Lovsin, Malins, and thefe open Towns, 
which would: otherwife have been immedi- 
ately ruin’d by the French, This is the State 
of the Cafe now 3 what it may be e’re this 
Paper cotnes to be printed, 1 know uot; 
but the Reader will allow for the Diftance 
of Place it is wrote in, and about 20 Days 
before it can in courfe come to the Prefs.
